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Christ Gives Comfort In Time Of War 





66 FESUS is a rock in a weary land; a 

shelter in the time of storm.” A 
solid rock in a quaking world, an im- 
pervious shelter from a torrent of woe. 
This is the theme of a gracious little 
book entitled “THE ADEQUACY OF 
CHRIST”. . . published by the Zon- 
dervan Company. 


Dm Clarence E. Mason, Jr., the Author, 
begins the discussion with a description 
of a War Bond Poster, hanging in Grand 
Central Station, New York City. On the 
Poster is a picture of a soldier bidding 
his wife goodbye just before boarding 
the train. The sun shines through the 
windows and falls softly upon the 
couple. All else is indistinct. With dif- 
ficulty one reads the station clock in the 
background. 


The soldier will be leaving his wife 
in a few brief moments. The observer's 
eyes are riveted:upon the two figures. 
All else is forgotten by him, as by them. 
The soldier’s face is hidden by his 
wife’s head pressed against his shoul- 
der, as his arms enfold her. Her eyes are 
closed. Here is a boy whose heart is 
breaking. He is attempting to give cour- 
age and strength to one who is trying to 
be brave, but finding it very difficult. 
Her hand on his shoulder is a poem of 
pathos. There is a pleading note in it, 
which says, “I can’t let you go, but I 
must!” Under this heart-moving picture 
are these words: 


“No, Don’t Turn Your Eyes Away. 
You're not intruding. Wrapped in the 
poignancy of their own parting, these 
two are alone amid the hurrying thou- 
sands in this great railroad station. 


“What station? It happens to be 
Grand Central Terminal. But it might 
be La Salle Street Station in Chicago. 
It might be Seattle or New Orleans. For 
everywhere you'll see the same deeply 
moving human drama. 


“The mother who stands crumpling 
the handkerchief she’d meant to wave 
- - » hoping her smile will look all right 
to the young fellow in uniform just go- 
ing through the train gate. 


“The father looking over her shoulder 
. . . tight-lipped . . . remembering. Re- 
membering when that youngster’s head 








came barely to his own elbow .. . those 
evenings together in their basement 
workshop ... the proud day at the lake 
when his son first beat him swimming 
to the rait. 


“Rnother couple ... 


“Come. Stand here yourself. Stand for 
an hour with open eyes ... Then, with 
those same eyes, have another look at 
the sum you planned to invest in War 
Bonds ... The goodbyes, the heartaches, 
the sacrifices cannot cease until this war 
is over... and it will not be over until 
it is really won!” 


Following this description of the Pos- 
ter, Dr. Mason says: 


but why go on? 


“All over our land today, tens of thou- 
sands of families are being rent asunder 
by the cruel necessities of war. These 
partings are painful, but doubly so to 
untold thousands because, not knowing 
our Saviour and recognizing the real 
possibility of loss in action, they have no 
assurance that they will ever see each 
other again. The growing casualty lists 
increase the terror of the thought: I may 
never see Jim again! No wonder name- 
less dread possesses the hearts of mil- 
lions in America today!” 








A book of hope and cheer for 
days of darkness and despair. 
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THE BIG QUESTION 
Next, a warning note against over- 
optimism and wishful thinking about a 
possible speedy end to the conflict is 
sounded. Facts and statistics assembled 
from military sources are cited. Chris- 
tion readers are urged to brace them- 
selves for further sacrifices and suffer- 
ing. The Author insists that, “America 
needs to fall on knees of repentance 
and trust in the living God, instead of 

relying upon the arm of flesh.” 


With these points covered, Dr. Mason 
asks the paramount question, the an- 
swer to which comprises the major part 
of his book: “FOR DAYS LIKE THESE, 
PROLONGED DAYS OF SEPARATION 
AND SORROW, HAVE WE A CHRIST 
WHO IS ADEQUATE TO MEET THE 
NEED OF LONELY AND BLEEDING 
HEARTS?” 


It makes a lot of difference whether 
one faces the hardships of these days 
alone ... or with Christ! The believer 
who tells the boy in uniform goodbye, 
walks away from the railroad station 
knowing that Christ is with him “alway, 
even unto the end of the world”— 
Matthew 28:20. 


While, as Dr. Mason says, “The Chris- 
tian is not promised exemption from the 
trials common to man,” yet “he is as- 
sured that ‘God is faithful’ and will not 
permit one to be tested above that he is 
able to bear, but will ‘make a way to 


escape’ that he may be able to endure, 


whatever trials come upon him.” 


“The peace of the Christian is not that 
of a hothouse plant,” he continues. “It is 
that of the giant oak of the forest which, 
though it feels the fury of the storm, 
holds its head high and stands firm.”

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God’s Hand In American History

4 hen year 1620 found the Pilgrims pre- 

paring to leave Europe for America. 
They set sail on the Mayflower. Before 
reaching these shores they drew up a 
document known as the Mayflower 
Compact as the basis of law and order 
in the new colony to be established. This 
statement of principles rooted in rever- 
ence for God later became the basis of 
the Constitution of the United States. 
The Pilgrims were devout people. They 
made no pretense of social or educa- 
tional position. They were humble folk 
possessed of a firm faith in the Christian 
religion. 


It is not the least difficult to trace the 
hand of God in American history from 
earliest beginnings. Every period of 
stress has been accompanied by special 
providences. There remains a spark of 
faith smoldering in the soul of America 
waiting to be fanned into a flame during 
the present crisis. We have been a 
favored people. We ought to be a thank- 
ful people. 


When Columbus started his voyage the 
vessel was headed in the direction of 
Delaware Bay. One day a flock of birds 
was seen flying overhead moving south- 
east. Pinzon persuaded Columbus to 
change his course and follow them. This 
caused the vessel to land on the little 
island of San Salvador in the West 
Indies instead of Delaware Bay. 


One person reading this historical ac- 
count sees only a flock of birds. Another 
sees the hand of an All-wise Providence. 
Columbus took possession of the West 
Indies in the name of King Ferdinand 
and Queen Isabella. Spanish exploita- 
tion was thereby conveyed to that part 





of the world. The North American con- 
tinent was preserved for a different kind 
of emigrant—and a different future. 


A FAVORED POSITION 


There were great political and reli- 
gious convulsions in Europe during the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. 
Some of the best people turned their 
faces westward toward the new world. 
The thirteen colonies emerged from a 
religious background. They possessed 
few books but had the one Book. The 
Bible was supreme with them in mat- 
ters of law and ethics. It was a guide 
for character and conduct. It became the 
foundation of the new Republic. The mis- 
sionary motive brought far more people 
to the new world than the desire for 
riches. 


I have previously called attention to 
the fact that around our globe there is a 
narrow zone between the thirtieth and 
sixtieth parallels north latitude, from 
which high orders of civilization have 
developed. The nations that have given 
direction to the thought of mankind in 
philosophy, art, poetry, history and 
science ... the people who have led in 
matters of religion and government have 
been crowded into this strip of less than 
thirty degrees. 


Between the thirtieth and sixtieth 
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parallels we have Palestine, Greece, 
Rome, Germany and England. The 
United States is in that magic belt. Our 
flag was not made to fly amid the ice 
deserts of Russia where the finer sensi- 
bilities are subjected to the frosts of 
physical adversity. Our flag was not 
made to fly over burning deserts where 
torrid weather leaves mind and body 
sapped of strength. We lie too far south 
to be bound by chains of cold. We lie 
too far north to come under the enervat- 
ing influences of a tropical Sun. The 
present commanding position that the 
United States occupies in world affairs 
did not come by chance or accident. 
Providences have always worked in our 
behalf. 


After these many decades of orderly 
government based: upon Christian prin- 
ciples and a written Constitution our 
free institutions are now facing their 
greatest challenge. Every Christian is 
faced with a solemn responsibility to do 
his part in defending the Faith of the 
fathers in this solemn hour. Religious 
decay is always followed by economic 
and political decay. When the religious 
conscience becomes calloused, busi- 
ness, industry, agriculture and every de- 
partment of life feels the effect. Twelve 
years of new deal mis-rule and com- 
munistic exploitation only became pos- 
sible through devitalization of the Na- 
tion’s spiritual resources. 


DAYS OF PRAYER 


Statesmen of the past have realized 
the necessity of cultivating the Nation’s 
religious life as a means for strengthen- 
ing the national character. They knew

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that representative government rested 
upon the right purpose of the individual 
citizens who do the voting. An example 
of the attitude of farseeing leaders is 
noted in the decision of Abraham Lin- 
coln and the Congress to suggest a day 
of Special Prayer during the Civil War. 
With his own hand Linceln penned the 
following immortal document which 
called millions of God-fearing people to 
their knees: 


“WHEREAS a joint committee of both 
Houses of Congress has waited on the 
President of the U. S. and requested him 
to ‘recommend a day of public humilia- 
tion, prayer and fasting to be observed 
by the people of the U. S. with religious 
solemnities, and the offering of fervent 
supplications to Almighty God for the 
safety and welfare of these states, His 
blessings on their arms, and a speedy 
restoration of peace’: and 


“WHEREAS it is fit and becoming to 
all people at all times to acknowledge 
and revere the supreme government of 
God, to bow in humble submission to 
His chastisements, to confess and de- 
plore their sins and transgressions in the 
full conviction that the fear of the Lord 
is the beginning of wisdom, and to pray 
with all fervency and contrition for the 
pardon of their past offenses and for a 
blessing upon their present and prospec- 
tive action: and 


“WHEREAS when our own beloved 
country, once, by the blessing of God, 
united, prosperous and happy, is now 
afflicted with friction and civil war, it is 
peculiarly fit for us to recognize the hand 
of God in this terrible visitation, and in 
sorrowful remembrance of our own 





faults and crimes as a nation and as 
individuals to humble ourselves before 
Him and to pray for His mercy — to pray 
that we may be spared further punish- 
ment, though most greatly deserved: 
that our arms may be blessed and made 
effectual for the re-establishment of law, 
order, and peace throughout the wide 
extent of our country: and that the in- 
estimable boon of civil and religious 
liberty, earned under His guidance and 
blessing by the labors and sufferings of 
our fathers may be restored in all its 
original excellence: 


“THEREFORE, I, Abraham Lincoln, 
President of the U. S. do appoint the last 
Thursday of September next as a day of 
humiliation, prayer and fasting for all 
the peoples of the nation. And I do earn- 
estly recommend to all the people, and 
especially to all ministers and teachers 
of religion of all denominations and to 
all heads of families, to observe and 
keep that day according to their several 
needs and modes of worship in al! hu- 
mility and all religious solemnity, to the 
end that the united prayer of the nation 
may ascend to the Throne of Grace and 
bring down plentiful blessings upon our 
country. 


“IN TESTIMONY WHEREOF I have 
here unto set my hend and caused the 
seal of the U. S. to be affixed this 12th 
day of August A. D. 1861, and of the 
Independence of the U. S. of A. the 
eighty-sixth.”

[= was followed later by: a second 

Call to Prayer. Within three months 
the end of. the Civil War was in sight. 
In recognition that God had heard and 
answered prayer Lincoln then called a 


third Day of Prayer for the purpose of 
expressing national Thanksgiving that 
the struggle had been brought to a sud- 
den close. On that occasion, July 15, 
1863, he incorporated the following 
clause in his Proclamation: 


“It has pleased Almighty God to 
hearken to the supplications and prayers 
of an afflicted people and to vouchsafe 
to the Army and the Navy of the United 
States victories on land and on the sea 
80 signal and so effective as to furnish 
reasonable grounds for augmented con- 
fidence that the Union of these States 
will be maintained, their Constitution 
preserved, and their peace and pros- 
perity permanently restored. But these 
victories have been accorded not with- 
out sacrifices of life, limb, health, and 
liberty, incurred by brave, loyal, and 
patriotic citizens. Domestic affliction in 
every part of the country follows in the 
train of these fearful bereavements. It is 
meet and right to recognize and confess 
the presence of the Almighty Father and 
the power of His hand equally in these 
triumphs and in these sorrows: 


“Now, therefore, be it known that I 
do set apart Thursday, the 6th day of 
August next, to be observed as a day 
for national thanksgiving, praise and 
prayer, and I invite the people of the 
United States to assemble on that oc- 
casion in their customary places of wor- 
ship and in the forms approved by their 
own conscience render the homage due 
to the Divine Majesty, for the wonderful 
things He has done in the nation’s be- 
half, and invoke the influence of His 
Holy Spirit to subdue the anger which 
has produced and so long sustained a 
needless and cruel rebellion, to change 
the hearts of the insurgents, to guide the 
counsels of the Government with wis- 
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dom adequate -to so great a national 
emergency, and to visit with tender care 
and consolation throughout the length 
and breadth of our land all who, through 
the vicissitudes of marches, voyages, 
battles, and sieges, have been brought 
to suffer in mind, body, or estate, and 
finally to lead the whole nation through 
the paths of repentance and submission 
to the divine will back to the perfect 
enjoyment of union and _ fraternal 
peace.” : 
_ Early in 1936 when men of vision were 
seeing the need of a spiritual awaken- 
ing in our Country, a southern Minister 
and Evangelist called at the White 
House with 101,729 signed petitions 
garnered from every part of the United 
States, requesting the President to fol- 
low Lincoln’s example and call a Day 
of Prayer. The suggestion was rejected 
by a White House secretary who ex- 
plained that such an act might have a 
bad effect on the stock market. 


GOD’S HAND IN HISTORY 


History is replete with acts of super- 
natural intervention in times of stress 
when suffering people have been driven 
to their knees before God. Spiritual 
forces more potent than anything known 
to science are released through mass 
prayer. 


The middle of the sixteenth century 
found Spain mistress of the seas. She 
was prospering through new discoveries 
made in various parts of the world. Eng- 
land was starting to build a navy and 


both countries realized a conflict for 
supremacy of the seas to be inevitable. 
Francis Drake, an English seaman and 
adventurer, turned his vessel toward 
Spain in 1577 and on the way seized a 
Spanish ship laden with valuable treas- 
ures. King Philip of Spain built a huge 
fleet with which to attack England, 
called the Invincible Armada. 


Spain had three ships to England’s 
one. The opposing fleets met in the Eng- 
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lish Channel. The British vessels al- 
though equipped with larger guns were 
hopelessly outnumbered. While the 
fighting was in progress a hurricane un- 
expectedly swept the Channel blowing 
the Spanish fleet into confusion. Queen 
Elizabeth was so certain God had inter- 
vened that she ordered a medal struck 
on which were engraved the words: 
“God blew, and they were scattered.” 


Napoleon summed up his ideas on 
war and peace in the words: “France 
needs glorious deeds, and hence war.” 
Again he said: “She must be first 
among the States or she is lost. In our 
position I shall look upon each con- 
clusion of peace as simply a _ short 
armistice, and I regard myself as des- 
tined during my term of office to fight 
almost without intermission.” He 
dreamed of bringing all Europe under a 
system of one-man government. The 
time came when he reckoned himself 
powerful enough to attack Russia. He 
mobilized 400,000 men. 


The march has been described by 
historians as “a fearful undertaking.” 
Speed was necessary to drive a wedge 
‘between Russia and Prussia. This meant 


- taking the vast army far from its base 


with no assurance of food for the men. 
The Russians enticed Napoleon farther 
and farther from home by retreating. 
When he reached Moscow the city was 
in ashes, having been destroyed so that 
neither shelter nor provisions would be 
available for his soldiers. The elements, 
not the Russians, defeated Napoleon and 
buried thousands of men beneath a 
shroud of snow. Less than 20,000 re- 
turned to France alive. The Emperor was 
forced to abdicate in 1814 and go into 
retirement on the island of Elba. 


Representatives of the nations of Eu- 
rope met in Vienna to draft terms for 
permanent peace. Word was brought to 
them that Napoleon had escaped and 
assembled another army. He was re- 
ported to be marching north. The dele- 
gates immediately formulated plans for 
blocking the attack. Napoleon was at 
that time crossing France in the direc- 
tion of Brussels where he hoped to en- 
gage the British, led by Wellington, be- 
fore the Prussians under Blucher could

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arrive. He sent Marshal Ney in advance 
to start the assault. 


The English armies made a quick re- 
treat to Waterloo. Napoleon needed only 
to crush the inferior forces of Welling- 
ton before Blucher’s arrival and he 
would again have Europe at his mercy. 
His staff was ordered to attack at six 
o’clock the next morning, June 18, 1815. 
Everything was ready but during the 
night the elements again smote the war 
lord. There was a drenching rain which 
made artillery movements difficult. The 
major part of the battle did not take 
place until late in the afternoon. Blucher 
arrived in time to save the day and help 
deal the blow that crushed Napoleon 
and destroyed his hopes. 


“NO, GOD DID IT” 


The first shots of the World War were 
fired August 4, 1914. The last shots were 
fired with the signing of the armistice 
November 11, 1918. Between these two 
dates there was untold suffering, blood- 
shed, sorrow and pain—dalso several 
unmistakable acts of supernatural in- 
tervention. 





It was arranged that the first gas 
should be released from the trenches by 
the Central Powers the afternoon of 
April 22, 1915. Dr. Schmaus, head of the 
German meteorological division, an- 


nounced that the wind was blowing per- 
fectly to carry the poison substance 
across the lines of the Allies at Ypres. 
The scientific apparatus indicated that 
favorable conditions might be expected 
to continue for thirty-six hours. But no 
sooner was the gas released than the 
wind changed its course and whirled 
the billows of poison back in the direc- 
tion from whence it came. Dr. Schmaus 
said later that there was no record of 
the elements having ever put on such a 
performance in the forty years that re- 
ports had been compiled. 


One of the strangest experiences of 
the World War occurred on the banks of 
Italy’s lazy river the Piave. Troops of the 
Central Powers had poured over the 
Alps and were ready for a vigorous of- 
fensive against Italy. Venice was al- 
most in their grasp. They were ready 
to cross the Piave when suddenly the 
skies blackened and rain began to fall. 
Bridges were washed out. Men and mu- 
nitions were swept away by the torrent. 





The Piave is usually a slow, sluggish 
stream but this unexpected flood turned 
defeat into triumph for the Italians. No 
less than, 40,000 prisoners were taken. 
When General Diaz was congratulated 
upon his victory he replied with deep 
emotion: “No, God did it.” 





The present Thanksgiving sea- 
son should remind us that the 
Infinite God is vitally concerned 
in the affairs of men and nations. 
Every effort must be exerted to 
place our Country in line with the 
the Divine Will through prayer 
and recognition of supernatural 
guidance. Daniel’s words to King 
Nebuchadnezzar should be kept 
before us: 


“Blessed be the name of God 
forever and ever: for wisdom and 
might are his: And he changeth 
the times and the seasons; he re- 
moveth kings, and setteth up 
kings: he giveth wisdom unto the 
wise, and knowledge to them that 
know understanding: He revealeth 
the deep and secret things, and the 
light dwelleth with him.”

OTHING in this article is to be con- 

strued as an attack upon the Soviet 
Government, much less on the Russian 
people. There is no need to write of their 
military achievements — said achieve- 
ments being staggeringly astonishing to 
those who were unprepared and unin- 


formed. To those of us who had seen | 


this military machine in the days of its 
development, what has happened was 
only to be expected. 


Converting a nation of peasants into 
artisans, the mass-production under the 
three 5-year plans, while failing in 


some directions, has been a matchless | 


accomplishment. 


In the realm of education, the develop- 
ment has been phenomenal. When the 
Soviet instituted its educational policy, 
87 per cent of the population was illiter- 
ate. By the end of 1938, only 14 per 
cent in the most remote agricultural 
provinces and not more than 5 per cent 
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in the urban areas were illiterate. Be- 
ginning with 25 million, before the out- 
break of the war, 33 million children 
were attending school daily. Adults also 
keenly desired education. Last time I 
was in Moscow the demand was so 
great that the Government's printing de- 
partment was 10 months behind sched- 
ule in the issue of text books. This was, 
and is, marvelous. Though the program 
was sadly marred by the fact that no 





teacher in school, college or university 
was permitted to enter a place of wor- 
ship . . . and that while no religious 
teaching of any kind was legal, these 
scholars were daily impregnated and all 
their lessons permeated with anti-re- 
ligious propaganda. 


We are told that no discordant note 
should be uttered between allies. But 
while there is truth and wisdom in that 
—it is by no means all the truth, nor is 
it the summum bonum of all wisdom. 
World War II has taught us even more 
forcefully the lesson we needed and siill 
need to learn, to, 


“BE PREPARED.” 


Will it do us any good to win the war 
and again lose the peace? Shall we 
ostrich-like (though the phrase is a libel 
on that astute bird) bury our heads in 
the sand; or shall we open our eyes 
wide and face facts? 
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What will Russia require when the 
war ends? And how will her claims coin- 
cide or clash with our essential princi- 
ples? Russia is certain to demand the 
domination of Finland. Else why did she 
attack that little land and brave people 
without provocation? 


Russia will require the return of her 
provinces, that in the fall of 1918 broke 
away and became the independent re- 
publics of Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania. 
This is not guess work. Mbolotoff over- 
night reached a decision that could only 
be legally made by the alteration of the 
Constitution, which would take approxéi- 
mately two years. He told the world that 
the 16 Republics of the U.S.S.R. would 
in the future be absolutely autonomous, 
having their own armies and represen- 
tatives to Foreign Powers. But there were 
only 13 republics. He made 16 by in- 
cluding the three Baltic States: counting 
his chickens before they were hatched! 


While religious propaganda was 
“counter-revolutionary” the Soviet Gov- 
ernment broadcast religious services of 
the Greek Orthodox and Evangelical 
type into the Baltic States, in order to in- 
duce the people to believe that when the 
Russian Army advanced they would be 
treated differently than the last time 
those lands were invaded. This js not 
mere book knowledge. On their last 
entry, the Russians took over the Rus- 
sian Missionary Society’s Salvation 
Temple in Riga—Latvia's capital city of 
400,000 people on the Russian Border 
and converted it into a theater. (We 
formerly had four churches in Riga— 
Russian, Latvian, German and Polish.) 
The main auditorium seats 2,500. Thou- 
sands were converted there. 


They took the Russian Pastor, a 
humble and faithful Preacher of the 
Gospel, who had never meddled with 
politics, even indirectly, and sent him, 
his wife and family in cattle trucks to 
Siberia: from whence they have not re- 
turned. This would seem to indicate that 
the Leopard has not changed its spots. 
What may we expect in the way of 


FUTURE DEMANDS? 


What of the Ukraine? (Ukraina, Rus- 
sian Border Land). The Ukrainians out- 
side the land for the last score of years 
have been spending $50,000 a year 
Progagating “Ukrainia for the Ukrain- 
ians.” Poland wants the former Polish 
half restored to her. Russia wants the 
whole. She can put up a better case than

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for other lands as the Ukraine on both 
sides of the old, artificial boundary is 
largely settled by white Russians and 
Ukrainians. They can’t all have it. 


Russia will assuredly demand Bes- 
sarabia, Romania, and finds support for 
her claim as under the preceding para- 
graph. Romania will want to retain it. 
Bessarabia seeks independence. They 
can’t all have it. 


In China there are 13 provinces cov- 
ering 300,000 square miles with a popu- 
lation of 90 millions under the Soviet 


Government. China’s successful troops 


were Soviet trained and led, and in’ the 
early days of the Japanese attack these 
soldiers and those under Chiang Kai- 
Chek waged war against each other. 
Russia will certainly desire and demand 
a big buffer State between her own 
proper territory and possible Japanese 
aggression. 


I will not over emphasize the follow- 
ing as I have no clear Scriptural basis 
for it. I do not prophesy: I only teach 
prophecy because it is in my text book 
—the Bible. But Russia has no more for- 
gotten or forgiven Port Arthur than we 
are likely to forget Pearl Harbor. It does 
not pay Russia and Japan to fight on 
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two fronts, so they are not at war. When 
Germany is beaten to the dust, will not 
Russia attack Japan, her _ greatest 
enemy? And when Japan is defeated, 
‘will not the Soviet Government say to us 
politely in effect—You could not do it 
alone, we have done it; now we want 
so and so? 


I have dealt in my booklet “Russia 
and Palestine in Prophecy” (25 cents, 
available from Russian Missionary So- 
ciety, 1844 West Monrce Street, Chi- 
cago 12, Illinois) with the mass produc- 
tion of Russia which will be resumed 
after the war, her power to flood the 
world and undersell competitors, which 
necessitates a port open all the year 
around for export purposes on the Med- 
iterranean. Haifa? In any case she must 
come to the world through the Darda- 
nelles. So you have a Balkan problem. 


(Editor’s Note: A striking article ap- 
peared in the October 1944 Reader's 
Digest, entitled, 


“THE NEW COMMUNISTIC 
CONSPIRACY.” 


and at this point we beg Dr. Miles’ in- 
dulgence long enough to quote four sig- 
nificant paragraphs.) 


“Recently the American press has 
talked less and less about the Com- 
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munist danger. Yet that danger has 
never been greater than it is today. As 
one who worked 20 years under the 
Communist dictatorship in close asso- 
ciation with the Soviet leaders, I feel it 
is my duty to warn the American peo- 
ple against this insidiously growing 
menace to their free institutions. 


“The present situation is a curious 
paradox. The United States is waging 
a deadly struggle against Nazi totali- 
tarinaism. All its energies, labor, wealth, 
thousands of its lives, are being sacri- 
ficed to destroy this enemy of democ- 
racy. Yet, at the same time, in the press, 
on the radio, in the Government and 
among liberal circles supposed to rep- 
resent the vigilant conscience of the na- 
tion, there is in process a moral and psy- 
chological disarmament before another: 
totalitarian conspiracy—that of the Com- 
munists — which threatens our democ- 
racy even more seriously. 


“It is dismaying to see how our Left 
intelligentsia, swayed by subtle Com- 
munist propaganda, have transformed 
the triumph of superhuman fighting will 
of the Russian people into a triumph of 
the totalitarian Communist regime. The 
Russians had no choice but to fight 
under whatever regime they had, and 
they rightly decided that foreign ty- 
ranny would be worse than native. But 
what shall we say of American “demo- 
crats” who, instead of praising the Rus- 
sian people and hoping they may reap 
the reward of freedom, praise the regime 
that oppresses them and compare it fa- 
vorably' with our democratic way of life? 


“The unspeakable tragedy of the Rus- 
sian people is that they are compelled to 
fight the foreign aggressor without any 
rights or liberties of their own. Every 
second family of these Russian fighting 
men has lost someone in a purge, or to 
one of the concentration camps in which 
at least ten million victims of the dicta- 
torship are still enduring a living death.” 


The writer of this article, Mr. Alex- 
ander Barmine, is introduced by the 
Reader’s Digest as, “A former high of- 
ficial of the Soviet Government.” 


Dr. Miles continues, touching briefly 
upon the 
PROPHETIC ANGLE. 
In the booklet referred to above I have 
discussed the reasons why the Nazis got 


control of Germany. Therein I have 
printed an .excerpt from the Manifesto 


—Turn To Page 10. 
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issued by the Communist Executive in 
Germany on September 17, 1932. It was 
directed to the overthrow of the then 
Von Papen Government and stated that 
“only a workmen and peasants Repub- 
lic, linked up with the Russian Soviet 
Union, again linked up with the work- 
ers of France, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
will throw off the yoke of oppression.” 
Then the German populace woke up 
and (while there were other contribut- 
ing elements) to save themselves from 
the menace of Communism, put the 
Nazis into power with Schickelgruber at 
the head. It is conceivable that after the 
war ends we shall allow the Nazis to 
continue in control? There is only one al- 
ternative Government possible — Com- 
munistic! And we are faced by an im- 
mediate link “between Prussia and Rus- 
sia.” 


Considerations of space have forbid- 
den my drawing conclusions step by 
step. I lump them together now. We eng- 
lish speaking peoples by our essential 





principles, by our promises made to the 
people concerned, are pledged to the in- 
dependence of Finland, the “self de- 
dermination of small nations” such as 
Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania, Bessarabia: 
we are committed to Poland in the mat- 
ter of the Ukraine: we are pledged to 
China as regards those Russian border 
lands, we must perforce be constant and 
consistent in our Balkan policy: and so 
on every count we shall be in total op- 
position to the Soviet Union. And “who 
is sufficient for these things?” If my 
Readers have not seen and sensed the 
call and challenge to prayer in the fore- 
going, I must be dull in comprehension 
and even duller in expression. So, pray 
brethren pray. (Within the last month a 
statement has appeared in Life Maga- 
zine by former ambassador William Bul- 
lit, predicting war between the United 
States and Russia within 15 years.) 


I have omitted one point in this sum- 
ming up: The Relation of Germany and 
Russia. It will not surprise Bible stu- 
dents, who know that the Northern Con- 
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federacy must attack Palestine, that it 
will have Russia at its head and Ger- 
many as one of its major constituents. 
Ezekiel, chapter 38, leaves little doubt on 
this score. I think it possible that there 


will be a breakup of Germany; that Ba- 
varians who differ so much, may break 
away from the Prussians. I say “I think.” 
because I have no Scripture for it. But 
the Bible clearly teaches an ultimate 
Union of Germany (Prussia) and Russia. 
A Communist Government in Germany 
linked to a Communistic Government in 
Russia would leave us facing a com- 
bination of Communistic forces in Eu- 
rope which would be invincible. So, 
pray, brethren, pray! Yes and let us 
practice as we pray: flood Russia with 
the Word of God as soon as the door 
flings open wide; meantime send tens 
of thousands of Russian New Testaments 
to the Russian internees in German 
camps; and do all we can along evan- 
gelical lines—to meet and mitigate the 
greatest menace the world has ever had 
to face. The Russian Missionary So- 
ciety is dedicated to this task.

Archaeology In Ur Of Chaldees 
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S children in Sunday School we were 

taught lessons about the life of 
Abraham. Higher Criticism was cutting 
swaths in the faith of our forefathers 
and even small-gauged teachers often 
liked to display their “superior” knowl- 
edge and erudition. The published works 
quoted so vociferously in those days 
have now passed out of print... but 
the inspired Word stands. 


The Critics used to insist that Abra- 
ham as an individual never existed. 
They said Abraham was the name of a 
half-wild, nomadic Arabic tribe wander- 
ing about on the marginal land of the 
Arabian desert. They further explained 
that the story of his life, related in 
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Genesis, was not of a man — but rather 
garbled, traditional folklore, ARCHAE- 
OLOGICAL SCIENCE FINALLY CAME 
TO THE RESCUE AND PUT AN END 
TO SUCH NONSENSE. 


Abraham, an individual , .. and Ur of 
the Chaldees, a city, are mentioned in 
Genesis 11:27-28. Ur is today repre- 
sented by a vast mound to the west of 
the river Euphrates, which is known to 
the inhabitants as “Tell Al Muqayyar,” 
meaning “place of pitch.” The modern 
name is due to the fact that the mound 
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has long been used by natives as a place 
to obtain bitumen, or pitch, for building 
purposes. 


Ur was admirably situated to achieve 
commercial and historical importance. 
The Euphrates flowed at is gates, af- 
fording easy transportation facilities. 
A city so favorably located would na- 
turally develop political and commercial 
superiority. In Abraham’s day, this lo- 
cality represented the highest order of 
civilization achieved by man. Abraham 
and his household were subjects of 
Hammurabi, the great administrator and 
emperor. 


The southern part of what became 
known as Babylonia has been called by 
several names: Sumar, Akkad and even 
Shinar. But whatever the name, the ter- 
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ritory embraced about the same bhoun- 
dary lines. The country between the two 
great rivers, Euphrates and Tigris, be- 
came known as Mesopotamia, This was 
the first area to be settled by the White 
Man... and Ur was his first city. Ac- 
cording to the spade of archaeology and 
remaining artifacts, it was one of the 
most ancient cities in the world. 


By the time of Abraham’s appear- 
ance on the scenes, Ur had ceased to be 
the political capital of what is usually 
called Babylonia. It was rather a cul- 
tural center and religious capital charac- 
terized by libraries, schools, museums 
and the refinements known to human so- 
ciety. There was absolutely no illiteracy 
in Ur at the time of Abraham. Except 
for mechanics, modern life does not ap- 
proach the period about which we are 
now studying. 


Prior to 1919 little was known of Ur. 
Mr. J. E. Taylor, British Consul at 
Basra, was the first to place the spade 
into an almost nameless mound located 
about half way between Baghdad and 
the head of the Persian Gulf... and 
ten miles west of the present course of 
the Euphrates. Unfortunately, lack of 
funds and hostility on the part of nomad 
tribes interrupted his labors. But he had 
brought to light sufficient inscriptions 
and artifacts to silence the Higher 
Critics on this subject and prove that 
the great mound actually covered the 
Biblical Ur of the Chaldees. As previous- 
ly stated, this mound is called “Tell Al 
Muqayyar.” 


After the World War, British troops 
occupied this part of Mesopotamia and 
archaeological work was allowed to con- 
tinue. The year 1918 found Mr. R. C. 
Thomas making soundings in Ur and 
excavations at Eridu. Dr. R. H. Hall of 
the British Museum started work in this 
territory the following year. During 
1922, Dr. C. L. Woolley, field director for 
the British and University of Pennsyl- 
vania Museums, began excavations and 
continued until 1934. 


Now, let me be your guide through 
ancient Ur where Abraham lived until 
he was about fifty years of age: 


If I were to inquire where you wished 
to go for a cross-sectional view of the 
city .. . What would be your answer? 
The archaeologist would go to the 
“dump-heap,” sink a well and examine 
the artifacts used by the inhabitants. 
That is exactly what archaeologists did 
at Ur. The city was a port on the Persian 
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Gulf at the time of Abraham. The piers 
and docks are still there. The dry bed of 
the Euphrates touches the foot of the 
walls on the river side. With the pass- 
ing of the centuries, the river has 
changed its course and now flows ten 
miles east of the ruins. 


Walking along the river wall, our 
eyes scan a plain extending far out into 
the cld river bed. It is almost perfectly 
level. Presently we come upon what the 
archaeologist calls a “well.” This well is 
square and more than seventy feet deep. 
Dr. Woolley sunk it for exploratory pur- 
poses. Going down, perpendicularly, the 
archaeologist gets a cross-sectional view 
of life as lived by the people when the ° 
community was a flourishing city. 


As workmen slowly dug their way 
down, they came upon a clean layer of 
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clay. Some thought it useless to dig 
further. They thought the lowest levels 
of Ur had been reached. But Dr. Woolley 
insisted that they continue. This stratum 
of clay proved to be eight feet thick. 
Members of the expedition were amazed 
to find’under it, an entirely different 
type of artifacts than anything known to 
modern man. ONLY A VIOLENT CA- 
TASTROPHE OF NATURE LIKE THE 
GREAT DELUGE DESCRIBED IN 
GENESIS, COULD HAVE BURIED 
THE ORIGINAL CITY BENEATH 
EIGHT FEET OF CLAY. Then follow- 
ing the Flood another city was built on 
the same spot. 








All the artifacts beneath this stratum 
‘elong to the pre-Flood era. Further ex- 
cavations beneath this clay demonstrated

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that an earlier city existed there. In_ 


other words, Dr. Woolley’s discovery con- 
firmed the veracity of the Genesis story 
regarding the Deluge in Noah’s day... 
and proved that the original Ur existed 
during antediluvian times. 


This same stratum and artifacts, with 
cities beneath it, have been found at 
three places: Ur, Fara and Kish. The 
order of civilization under the layer is 
so different from the remains found 
above, that there remains no possible 
doubt of the continuity of history having 
been suddenly broken by the Flood... 
and never again established according 
to the original plan. Among the things 
of great value found beneath the Deluge 
stratum were “books” and seals. The 
books were discovered by Dr. Langdon 
at Kish, and the seals by Dr. Schmidt 
at Fara and Dr. Wooley at Ur. 


The art of writing is as old as the 
White Race. It came into the world with 
them and has not been lost. The art was 
very old when Abraham attended schools 
of learning in Ur. In fact, it was so old 
that the Sumerian was then a dead 
language just as Latin and Classical 
Greek are today. 


The major part of the residential sec- 
tion of the city has been uncovered and 
as a result, we can now see the homes 
which stood during the time of Abraham 
and later. Archaeology fits into the pic- 
ture given in Isaiah 58:12, “And they 
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that shall be of thee shall build the old 
waste places: thou shalt raise up the 
foundations of many generations; and 
thou shalt be called, The repairer of the 
breach, The restorer of paths to dwell 
in.” Archaeological science is a “re- 
pairer” and a “restorer.” 


The reconstructed sections of Ur show 
that there were four public chapels (not 
temples), a number of shops and store 
rooms. Houses were large, containing as 
many as twenty-two rooms, none fewer 
than thirteen. Rooms were built around 
a central paved court to provide proper 
light and ventilation. All homes were 
two-storied, the upper portions some- 
times being constructed of wood. 


Upon entering, one is ushered into an 
ante-room containing a small bath were 
the visitor may bathe his feet or even 
the entire body. The court, forming the 
center of the house, is next. From this 
place a stairway leads to the upper 
chambers or bedrooms, around which 
runs the gallery. Behind the stairs is the 
regular bathroom of the place, Behind 
this room is the kitchen, adjacent to a 
reception room which has three doors 
one being a private entrance to the 
chapel. Very few houses were found 
without chapels. 


Under the floor of the chapel is the 
family vault or burial place. No house 
has been found that does not have a 
burial vault. Another room of great im- 
portance in every home is the library. In 
the library is stored the archives of the 
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family; in other words the books of the 
“family tree.’ These records disclose 
important facts regarding the daily 
lives, customs, and intellectual interests 
of the people. Among the books fcund 
in these rooms are hymnals used at 
chapel services. We have also unearthed 
treatises on mathematics, contracts, legal 
documents, receipts and liturgies. There 
were archaeologists among the people 
for copies of inscriptions on, and in, old 
buildings have been found. These inscrip- 
tions appear chronologically and thus 
furnish us with the history of temples 
and public buildings. 


As a boy, Abraham attended what we 
would today call a public school. The 
very building has been uncovered along 
with its library of more then two thou- 
sand tablets (or volumes). As to con- 
tents, these books are of the same gen- 
eral character that repose upon our 
shelves today. Hammurabi, the King of 
whom Abraham was a subject, believed 
in promoting great institutions of learn- 
ing. The library of the school which 
Abraham undoubtedly attended con- 
tained encyclopedias, dictionaries, gram- 
mars, reference books, annals, works on 
medicine, astronomy, geography, the- 
ology, law, civil governme™t and _ politi- 
cal science. 


Abraham’s home has been carefully 
excavated. It was found to contain busi- 
ness records belonging to his father; also 
a family tree going back to the founder 
of his clan, It is probable that Abraham 
owned the most extensive library in the 
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city. Genesis 13:2 says: “And Abra- 
ham was very rich in cattle, in silver, and 
in gold.” 


Abraham was a _ powerful chief, a 
breeder of cattle and camels on a large 
scale. He was a master of caravans. He 
had retainers sufficient to wage a small 
war. (Next month we will see how he 
went into battle on behalf of Lot — after 
which, enroute home, he had his famous 
meeting with Melchizedek, the “King of 
Salem.”) Do not think of Abraham as a 
poverty stricken individual, sneaking

away from his creditors on a moonless 
night ... or hurriedly crossing the border 
into another country to escape extradi- 


tion laws. Think of him as one of the 
wealthiest, most highly educated men 
of human history. 


But come ... let us move along the 
street of Ur’s principal residential sec- 
tion, These houses, like all Oriental 
homes, have their front walls flush with 
the street, there being no windows or 
other openings in the wall except the 
doors, Stepping inside any home, we ob- 
serve the things previously described— 
bath room, court, chapel, reception room, 
kitchen, stairs, balcony and burial vault. 














To the rear, beyond the reception room 
in one of the houses, let us imagine a 
boy about the height of a twelve year old 
youngster. On the wall beside him, to the 
right of the door jam, are certain mark- 
ings. Perhaps he has been trying out his 
stylus (ancient pencil). At any rate, 
archaeologists have found what is called 
“graffiti,” or “scratchings” in cuneiform 
— which when translated into the Eng- 
lish alphabet, reads: “ABRAM.”

Weary souls are cheered with the pros- 
pect of rest and peace, as are the hearts 
of battle-weary soldiers by thoughts of 
home and loved ones.

. . this joyful anticipation, nerve the 
soul to maintain the conflict until victory 
is won. A large part of the Bible is 
devoted to prophecy. 


Heaven is real. It is where our Elder 
Brother, the Lord Jesus Christ, is now 
seated at the right hand of God, from 
whence He shall come to gather to Him- 
self the watching and waiting saints. 
He has promised, “I go to prepare a place 
for you. I will come again and receive 
you unto myself; that where I am, there 
ye may be also.” 


After the crucifixion, our Lord ap- 
peared to His disciples who sorrowed for 
His death and were afraid of the Jews. 
They trembled at His appearance, think- 
ing they beheld a spirit (Luke 24:36-43) 
but, to calm their fears, He spoke ten- 
derly, asking “Why are ye troubled?

Our 
bodies wracked with pain, crippled by 
disease, drop by the way despite medical 
science and best attempts to elude death. 


Precious, indeed, is the promise to His 
Saints that we shall have new bodies 
fashioned “like unto his glorious body.” 
Phil. 3:20-21. He had a spiritual body, 


for He came and went despite closed, 


doors which were locked by disciples to 
shut themselves away from their perse- 
cutors. Yet His spiritual body had flesh 
and bones. It bore the marks of nails, 
thorns and the spear. His body had no 
blood, for it had been shed on Calvary’s 
tree as an atonement for the sin of man- 
kind and the redemption of Creation. 
Yet He ate and drank with the disciples 
after His resurrection. He could be 
touched as one person might handle 
another. 
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The promise to the saints, then, is that 
at the resurrection from the dead we 
shall receive again our bodies. Each per- 
sonality will be distinct from all others, 
the same as during the earth life. The 
bodies of the saints will have been made 
new, whole and glorious, like unto His 
own resurrection body. His body, how- 
ever, bore marks of wounds, for, “He 
was wounded for our transgressions; He 
was bruised for our iniquities. The chas- 
tisement of our peace was upon Him, and 
with his stripes we are healed.” Isaiah 
53:5. The saints will enjoy new bodies, 
made whole and free from disease and 
the effects of sin. 


There is a special reward promised to 
those who watch and wait with longing 
for His appearing. The reward is that 
we shall be given a part in 


THE FIRST RESURRECTION. 


“Blessed and holy is he that hath part 
in the first resurrection, on such the sec- 
ond death hath no power.” Rev. 20:6. 


There is a plainly ordered program of 
events outlined in the Scriptures — an 
understanding of which gives assurance 
to the believer, teaching him the reason 
for things as we now find them, strength- 
ening faith in the Lord Jesus Christ 
who is the Author of our Salvation and 
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King of Kings. He shall rule the earth 
in righteousness and peace. 


“There is a natural body (this body 
in which we live) and there is a spiritual 
body.” I Cor. 15:44. We know a great 
deal about these physical bodies by rea- 
son of scientific research and the fact 
that they are the temples in which we 
live and move and have our being during 
this earthly pilgrimage. 


The believer receives new spirituai life 
at the time he accepts redemption through 
Christ. His spirit is quickened with the 
life of God. He becomes an heir of God, 
joint heir with Jesus Christ. His body 
of flesh bears within itself the seeds of 
death — separation of soul from body, 
and the Scriptures say, “It is appointed 
unto man once to die but after this the 
judgment.” Heb. 9:27. However, the 
Word says, “We shall not all sleep, but 
we shall all be changed.

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United States Senator William Langer of North Dakota made 
a powerful Speech against the so-called “Sedition Case” before 
the Senate ... on September 8, 1944. His office reported re- 
ceiving thousands of commendatory letters, from every part of 
the Nation praising his stand, following delivery of the Message. 
The Senator spoke again on the same subject a few days later— 
September 21, 1944. The text of this, his second Speech, is here- 
with reproduced from the pages of the Congressional Record. 








R. PRESIDENT, last week I called 

the attention of the Senate to the so- 
called sedition trial now in progress in 
the United States District Court for the 
District of Columbia. On that occasion 
I emphasized the obvious injustice done 
to the 30, now reduced to 26, defendants 
in this mass trial; the injustice of trying 
them all together, the injustice of trying 
them on a conspiracy charge, when the 
only evidence of the conspiracy charge 
is certain similarities between the things 
they said and did in the propagation of 
certain political ideas which are as old 
as the Old Testament, and the injustice 
of a trial in which the Government needs 
months and months, thousands of ex- 
hibits, and scores of witnesses to make 
out a case. 





Today I want again to discuss 
this extraordinary trial exclusively 
from the point of view of the pub- 
lic interest. This trial is nof only a 
gross injustice to the defendants; 
it is also a@ public scandal. It is 
bringing the courts and the law 
enforcement agencies of the Fed- 
eral Government into ridicule and 
contempt. It is costing the taxpay- 
ers nearly a million dollars. 











Mr. President, when I spoke last week 
I said it was costing the taxpayers some- 
where between one-half and three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars. In any event 
it is going to be very close to a million 
dollars, provided the Government con- 
tinues, as an editorial in the Washing- 
ton Post said it contemplated, to intro- 
duce 32,000 exhibits.

Mr. LANGER. I yield. 


Mr. WHEELER. I wish to compliment 
the Senator from North Dakota. I just 
read his speech this afternoon upon the 
subject of the sedition trial, and I was 
going to compliment him privately, but 
I now wish to compliment him publicly 
for the stand he has taken in reference 
to that matter. I THINK IT IS ONE OF 
THE MOST DISGRACEFUL PROCEED- 
INGS THAT HAVE EVER BEEN 
BROUGHT IN THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA. I do not know any of the 
defendants, but I do say that it is wrong 
to conduct a mass trial. It is wrong in 
principle, and the trial in Washington 
has demonstrated beyond a question of 
doubt the unfairness of the whole pro- 
cedure. It is making a laughing-stock 
out of the court in Washington, and 
something ought to be done about it. I 
wrote a letter to the Attorney General 
when the case was first presented to the 
grand jury. I said that in almost any 
other jurisdiction, the then prosecuting 
attorney would have been put in jail 
for contempt of court, for permitting as 
he did, every piece of evidence that 
went before the grand jury to be printed 
in the newspapers the next morning. 


I wish to congratulate the Senator for 
having the courage to stand on the floor 
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of the Senate and take up an unpopular 
issue of this kind. 


Mr. LANGER. I thank the Senator from 
Montana. 


Mr. WHEELER. I think the Senator 
from North Dakota is rendering a service 
to the people of the country in taking up 
this matter. 


Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, if the evi- 
dence presented during the first 4 
months of the trial is representative of 
the best the Government has to offer in 
support of its accusation, the probabili- 
ties of any convictions are slight. If there 
should be convictions and if the Su- 
preme Court adheres to the doctrines 
on which it decided in 1942 the Schnei- 
derman case and only last June the Hart- 
zel case, such convictions must be re- 
versed on appeal. 


It would not be proper for me to at- 
tempt to prejudge the issues of law or 
fact before a court in any orderly pro- 
ceeding based on a sound theory of law. 
But in this case we have a grave de- 
parture from the American way in law 
enforcement. We have issues of fact 
which are not justiciable by any jury. 
The Government charges a world con- 
spiracy, which in the nature of things, 
cannot be proved under our rules of evi- 
dence. The Government seeks to prove 
participation in and furtherance of this 
conspiracy by these defendants. If the 
Government had real evidence of the 
formation and furtherance of the con- 
spiracy charged, such evidence could 
be presented to a jury in less than the 
4 months the Government has now been 
introducing evidence —nay, almost 5 
months. (Editor’s Note: As the November 
Defender goes to press, this political 
debacle has been in progress over six 
months.) 


Real evidence might consist of docu- 
ments, letters, or scraps of conversations 
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showing that the specific conspiracy 
charged. was actually in operation. No, 
the Government proposes to prove this 
conspiracy by taking thousands of iso- 
lated acts and utterances, many of them 
wild and foolish, by given defendants, 
and by asking the jury to accept a far- 
fetched theory according to which the 
totality of these acts and utterances add 
up to the conspiracy charged. 


Mr. President, again I invite the atten- 
tion of the Senate to an editorial pub- 
lished in the Washington Post a few 
days ago, which stated that up to that 
time the Government had introduced 
4,000 exhibits, but that before the case 
was finished it expected to introduce 32.- 
000. I might add that the day I was in 
court the Government introduced exhibit 
No. 4121. 


Mr. President, it is against our entire 
theory of jurisprudence and against our 
American tradition to conduct a political 
prosecution on any such assumptions. 
If this prosecution theory should become 
law by being accepted by our highest 
courts, there would be no political secu- 
rity for any member of the opposition. 
Things like this could happen: After 
President Roosevelt goes out of office, if 
it could be shown that Mayor Hague’s 
political machine in Jersey or Mayor 
Kelley's political machine in Illinois ever 
committed any violations of the electoral 
laws, our good President could be in- 
cluded in a conspiracy indictment charg- 
ing that he belonged to and furthered a 
conspiracy for pursuing the lawful end 
of three reelections by using the unlaw- 
ful means of violating electoral laws. 
All sorts of evidence could be presented 
linking President Roosevelt with Mayor 
Hague or Mayor Kelly. On the conspir- 
acy theory, proof that there was « po- 
litical partnership between our good 
President and these city politicians 
would make our good President respon- 
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sible for any and every unlawful act 
any one of the city machine politicians 
or any henchman of any one of them 
ever committed. Such is the theory and 
doctrine of conspiracy law as now ap- 
plied to gangsters, bootleggers, and 
white-slavers. In this sedition case, the 
Government is trying to apply this 
theory and doctrine to political asso- 
ciations, activities, writings, and utter- 
ances. IF. THIS THEORY SHOULD BE- 
COME LAW, THERE WOULD BE NO 
POLITICAL FHEEDOM OR FREEDOM 
OF SPEECH AND THE PRESS. 


In politics, in political agitation, and 
political activities, no one can be held 
responsible for the acts and motives of 
all those who vote for him, who listen 
to him, who read him, or who endorse or 
quote from him. Similarity of aims, 
ideas, and utterances during a brief pe- 
riod or campaign does not establish a 
conspiracy. Are President Roosevelt, 
Prime Minister Churchill, and the lead- 
er of the Soviet state, Josef Stalin, in con- 
spiracy to spread communism all over 
the world merely because they are 
united against Hitler and because 
Stalin’s political creed calls for com- 
munism everywhere? Obviously not... . 


I am here espousing the cause of free- 
dom of speech, freedom of the press, 
and freedom of political association and 
activity. If there is freedom only for 
those who are not crackpots, to suppress 
anyone the Government has only to call 
him a crackpot and make the label stick. 
In this mass sedition trial, the Govern- 
ment, by the nature of its fantastic prose- 
cution theory, has made the cause of 
these defendants the cause of free 
speech and political freedom. 
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I again call on the Depariment 
of Justice to stop this prosecution. 
which strikes at the roots of po- 
litical freedom, the thing we are 
fighting for all over the world 
today. 











There can be no freedom unless tnere 
is security against unreasonable prose- 
cution for all opponents of the adminis- 
tration in power. There is no freedom 
unless there is freedom to express un- 
popular ideas and advocate unpopular 
doctrines. The way to combat what we 
consider bad propaganda is by educa- 
tion and the making of good propa- 
ganda, not by farfetched criminal prose- 
cutions charging a type of world con- 
spiracy which, like any great historical 
theory, can never be judicially proved 
under the rules of evidence. 


In this connection, I ask unanimous 
consent to have printed in the Record 
at this point as a part of my remarks, 
bearing out exactly what I have stated 
and that once this hysteria is permitted 
to go unchecked that many innocent 
folks may be irreparably damaged in 
reputation, an article which appeared in 
the Washington Times-Herald of Thurs- 
day, September 21, 1944, entitled “F. B. I. 
ONCE STUDIED G.O.P. VETS AS SUB- 
VERSIVE, PROBERS TOLD.”

INQUIRY LATER ABANDONED. 


Joseph P. Kamp, of New York City, 
acting chairman of the Constitutional 
Educational League, Inc., voiced the ac- 
cusation before the Special House Com- 
mittee Investigating Election Expendi- 
tures. 


Kamp said the Justice Department on 
an undisclosed date started an investi- 
gation into the five prominent organiza- 
tions at the behest of the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of New York City, which he 
described as “the central unit of an un- 
American Gestapo which works in close 
harmony with the Department of Jus- 
tice.” 


The inquiry was called off, he testified, 
when responsible officials “discovered 
what was going on.” 


RELATED GROUPS NAMED. 


Committee members indicated they 
would inquire into the charge by de- 
manding from Kamp the New York City 
address of the Anti-Defamation League 
headquarters. They similarly requested 
information presumably preliminary to 
the summoning of five other organiza- 
tions named by the witness as part of 
the “Gestapo.” These were: 


Friends of Democracy, the Non-Sec- 
tarian Anti-Nazi League, the American 
Civil Liberties Union, the American Jew- 
ish Committee, and Market Analysts, 
Inc. All have headquarters in New 
York City. 


Representative Murphy (Democrat), of 
Pennsylvania, remarked that the sub- 
ject matter appeared to be more within 
the scope of the Dies committee on un- 
American activities. Other members 


noted, however, that Kamp’s charges 
were not volunteered but elicited only 
under prolonged questioning concerning 
the activities of his organization. The 





charges having been aired, they com- 
mented, ought to be followed up. 


HILLMAN, BROWDER ATTACKED. 


Kamp proclaimed himself a lifelong 
Democrat who is attempting to “save 
the party from Hillman and Browder.” 


“If Sidney Hillman takes over, we will 
have a Soviet America,” he asserted. 


Hillman, chairman of the C.I.O. Po- 
litical Action Committee, was quizzed 
by the committee last week about his 
group’s slush fund activities in behalf 
of a fourth term for President Roosevelt. 


The 44-year-old witness refused to dis- 
close to the committee any records show- 
ing the names of other officials of his or- 
ganization or of contributors or purchas- 
ers of the voluminous literature it dis- 
tributes. He said his group studiousiy re- 
frains from political activity. 


WITHHOLDS INFORMATION. 


“We have never indorsed any can- 
didate for public office nor engaged in 
partisan politics of any nature what- 
ever,” he asserted, “and I submit that 
our activities do not come within the 
legal scope of your committee’s auihor- 
ity. 

“Until a court of competent jurisdiction 
rules our activities political we must 
withhold any information regarding the 
finances of the league and the names of 
its contributors, because such informa- 
tion would come into the possession of 
the noforious smear bund and would be 
used by enemies of this country to 
malign, harass, intimidate, and perse- 
cute patrotic citizens who are helping 
the league to defend and protect consti- 
tutional government. 


“SMEARING HAS BEGUN” 


“The smearing has already begun. 
The bund’s arch-smearer, Walter Win- 
chell, made a lying attack on both my- 
self and the league last Sunday night 
and the left-wing New York Post began 
its smear last Wednesday, quoting a 
committee investigator as accusing us of 
neglecting the committee’s invitation 

















times in which we live ... 
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even before we had received the com- 
mittee’s letter. 


“If the league, as a publisher, can be 
subjected to investigation and forced to 
disclose the purchasers of its publica- 
tions, is any publisher in America se- 
cure from such annoyance?” 


BOOK “UNDER COVER” ATTACKED. 


“If our publications are political, then 
such smear books as Under Cover (a pur- 
ported expose of fascism in the United 
States) are political, particularly in at- 
tacks upon Members of Congress who 
are running for election this year. If ‘our 
publications are to be scrutinized, then 
the un-American elements which co- 
operated in the mass distribution of 
Under Cover and similar publications 
must be investigated.” 


Kamp said Hillman was trying te in- 
fer that the Constitutional Educational 
League was partisan to the Republican 
Party. 


“RAs a lifelong registered Democrat, I 
have been trying to prevent Sidney Hill- 
man, the C.I:O., and the Communist 
Party from becoming strong enough to 
take over my party.” he said. “I may 
have failed. 


“Ks long ago as 1933 I assailed the 
appointment of radicals to high admin- 
istrative positions in the New Deal.” 


(Here ends the quotation from the Wash- 
ington Times-Herald.)

I believe that 
Senators will agree with that viewpoint, 
that they will give this splendid veteran 
of World War No. 1 an opportunity to 
show the world that free speech and 
right of petition prevail in America and 
grant unanimous consent, which I now 
ask, to have his letter, less two small 
delineations to which he has agreed, ad- 
dressed to Hon. Thomas E. Dewey and 
Hon. John Bricker, together with his let- 
ter to me, printed in full in the Record 
at this point as part of my remarks.

So in this hour of peril, in order to 
be secure, ‘we must humble ourselves, 
eliminate many national sins, seek God’s 
face and favor, and pray. He will an- 
swer. God has in His arsenal unlimited 
batteries. Yes, let us hear from heaven, 
and our land will be healed. We are con- 
fident that God will substantiate His 
Word as in the long ago. 


As we approach the 1944 Day of Na- 
tional Thanksgiving, let us pray that 
those “called by his name” in our good 
Country, where so many blessings and 
privileges exist, found no where else on 
the earth, may humble themselves, seek 
God’s face, and turn from sin!

RIENDS of the radio audience, I bring 

to you today, a message of hope in 
time of disress —a message of comfort 
and security in time of sorrow and 
anxiety. It is not my message! The words 
that I shall read from the Scriptures 
were not humanly composed. 


Human words are usually empty. At 
best, we engage in much meaningless, 
frivolous and superficial talk. But the 
words recorded in the Bible are heavy 
with inspiration and electric with mean- 
ing, because the thought-forms behind 
them had their origin in the mind of 
God. 


Listen carefully, wherever you may be 
at this moment... in some busy mart of 
trade, place of recreation, riding along 
a highway by automobile, on a vessel 
somewhere in Caribbean waters, relax- 
ing quietly beneath your own vine and 
fig tree, or elsewhere . . . listen intently 
and hear the Eternal Christ as He speaks 
to us, all of us, through the inspired Gos- 
pel of Saint Matthew: 


“Take no thought for your life, what 
ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink; nor 
yet for your body, what ye shall put on. 
Behold the fowls of the air: for they sow 
not, neither do they reap, nor gather into 
barns; yet your heavenly Father feedeth 
them. Are ye not much better than 
they?” 


These sublime words were addressed 
to the disciples,— men who had become 
spiritually-minded through personal con- 
tact with the Son of God. They also be- 
long to you, if you belong to Him! Let 
us examine the depth of meaning behind 


them.

man beings in quest for pleasure, power 
and possession, Fowls mate, build nests, 
fly and sing, guided unconsciously by the 
laws of nature. Jesus was telling His 
disciples in this passage, that there is a 
place to reach in spiritual understanding, 
where the pull of the Infinite carries one 





over hard places and difficult circum- 
stances. 


The birds do not try to develop beau- 
tiful plumage. Feathers grow naturally. 
The child of God does not strive to live 
a beautiful life.

There are metaphysi- 
cal schools of thought that insist pain 
and suffering are illusions which do not 
exist. Nothing is gained by analyzing

It is a mistake to try to live tomor- 
row, today. One day at a time is suf- 
ficient. What is the use of anxiety? 
What can be gained by worrying about 
the events scheduled for the future? 
Many things can happen between now and 
then. Is At net better to rest the future 
with God and trust every problem into 
His hands ...». knowing that “all things 
work together for good to them that 
love God, to them who are the called ac- 
cording to his purpose.”

SOL HOOPII 


HEN Sol Hoopii accepted Christ as 
his Saviour, Hollywood “sat up and 
took notice.” For Sol was conceded to be 
the world’s greatest Hawaiian musician. 


It was in 1936. Sol was at the height- 
of a spectacular career ... leading a 
twenty-six-piece orchestra in a swanky 
night-club, making phonograph records 
which were distributed around the 
world, acting in motion pictures, being 
featured on coast-to-coast network broad- 
casts, far-famed as the originator of the 
electric guitar.

His ship was met 
by the mayor, a band, and thousands of 
friends and admirers. The largest thea- 
ters in the islands werd crowded out, to 
hear his concerts.

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acquainted with him for thirty years. In 
all that time I never saw him do an im- 
proper action or heard him speak an im- 
proper word.” 


While others stormed the battlements 
of Satan and carried the struggle to the 
very gates of the enemy, Fletcher en- 
gaged in quiet, but firm spiritual exer- 
tions — teaching, preaching, praying in 
such a way as to release Holy Ghost 
power that moved men toward God. He 
filled an important place in the spir- 
itual renaissance of the times in which 
he lived.

WE have before us a Prophetic Novel 

that will appeal to both the mind 
and heart of every Christian reader.

THE CHURCH, WAR AND PEACE 
Isa. 2:2-4; Matt. 5:43-48; Rom. 13:1-7. 








OLDEN TEXT: “Blessed are the 
peacemakers: for they shall be called 
the children of God.” Matthew 5:9. 


Progressing from the miracles and 
teachings of Christ, we now consider 
their application in practical living, To- 
day’s Lesson examines the Christian at- 
titude toward the problems of war and 
peace. 


(1) Prophecies of Lasting Peace. In ap- 
proaching this subject, it is necessary to 
choose between the post-Miilennial and 
pre-Millennial positions. The former in- 
sists that the nations will gradually 
evolve to a place of peace and security 
from the tragedies of war. The latter 
anticipates a period of war and suffer- 
ing as judgment for sins committed, fol- 
lowed by the personal return of Christ 
and the inauguration of a theocratic sys- 
tem of government on this earth. 





Those who insist that the world 
is getting better must be discour- 
aged by the present outlook. Pre- 
Millennialists are encouraged, 
knowing that the darkest hour is 
just before dawn. 











Yet prophetical Scripture assures us 
that Peace is coming. After the Great 
Tribulation under the reign of Satan’s 


masterpiece, the Antichrist, or “Man of 
Sin,” everything for which the nations 
have waged war, will be destroyed. Then 
the remnants of humanity spared from 
the inferno, will come to their senses. 
Calling upon God in the Name of His 
Son, they will see Him coming forth as 
He departed . . . thereby redeeming the 
promise of Acts 1:11. Only by studying 
Bible prophecy do we gain a right per- 
spective on the subject of war and peace. 


(2) A, New Teaching. When Jesus 
came to earth, He entered a world ruled 
by a tyrant in Rome. Paul lived and 
wrote under even worse conditions — the 
reign of Nero. There was nothing in the 
Roman paganism to restrain men from 
evil practices, Judaism was no better, for 
the Talmudic “traditions of the fathers” 
had made the message of the prophets 
of no effect. The world was full of 
hate, illustrated by the fact that the 
words “stranger” and “enemy” were 
synonymous. 


Then came a Man, an itinerant Preach- 
er from a small, obscure province in a 
tiny corner of the vast Empire, preach- 
ing “a new commandment,” destined to 
create a new order. “A New command- 
ment I givé unto you, That ye love one 
another; as I have loved you, that ye 
also love cne another.” This command- 
ment was not limited to those who ac- 
cepted Him as a Leader, for He eluci- 
dated, “But I say unto you, Love your 
enemies, bless them that curse you, do 
good to them that hate you, and pray for 
them which despitefully use you, and 
persecute you.” This principle of love 


will ultimately triumph, although we 
know prophetically that the nations are 
destined to pass through great suffer- 
ing before the ideal becomes universal. 


Permanent peace cannot be built upon 
hate. If leaders of nations would faith- 
fully examine, and seek to apply the 
teachings of Christ, much suffering 
could be alleviated. Christians are con- 
cerned with both the “sweet bye and 
bye” and the “sweet now and now.” 
Prophecy unveils the future before them 

. but they also radiate a wholesome, 
mgnteous influence in the present how 
of turmoil and suffering. 


(3) The Place of Earthly Govern- 
ments. Satan is the temporary god of 
this age. His power will be permanently 
breken at the time of Christ’s return. 
Meanwhile, Satan the rebel, would cre- 
ate complete chaos but for the restrain- 
ing hand of God operating through good 
people. 


Human governments exist as a means 
for keeping races of people from com- 
pletely destroying themselves in anarchy. 
This explains Peter’s wise counsel, 
“Honor all men. Love the brotherhood. 
Fear God. Honor the king.” The Chris- 
tian honors all human beings, loves his 


_enemies and lives in filial fear of God. 


He obeys the laws, pays taxes, seeks 
peace and renders to all their dues. 


The task of the Church never changes 
—whether in peace or war. It is the 
“salt of the earth” and keeps the world

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from becoming putrid, Its responsibility 
is to declare the Gospel which changes 
the individual, and when a sufficient 
number of persons are changed from 
evil to righteousness, the political situa- 
tion of a country feels the effect and is 
benefited. “Righteousness exalteth a na- 
tion, but sin is a reproach to any people.” 
National righteousness exists only when 
the majority of the people are individ- 
ually righteous. These things have to do 
primarily with the “sweet now and 
now!”

CHRISTIANITY AND DEMOCRACY 


Micah 4:1-5; Mark 12:13-17; Rom. 13:8- 
10; I Peter 2:13-17. 





ODLEN TEXT: ‘Bear ye one anoth- 
er’s burdens, and so fulfill the law 
of Christ.” Galatians 6:2. 








This lesson is a continuation of the 
one we studied last week. Democracy was 
unknown in New Testament times. 
Ancient Greece and Rome of course toyed 
with experiments in human liberty. 
Democratic government can exist only 
in the Christian climate. The Church 
makes better citizens, and better citizens 
create better social conditions. 


So long as the Church performs her 
function in the realm cf evangelism, she 
is helping to make a better nation. If 
she fails, her failure reacts against 
government. No system can be better 
than the individuals who comprise it. 
The duty of the Church is to probe the 
national conscience and teach right- 
eousnhess. 


The term Democracy is misused when 
appropriated by totalitarian, atheistic 
Communism. Christianity, not atheism, 
promotes the democratic principle in 
which civil liberty is revered and pre- 
served. The founding fathers of America 
entertained a deep sense of appreciation 
for the Christian Scripture—as_ the 
basis of true freedom. They wrote into 
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the Constitution principles to establish 
freedom and justice and promote the 
general welfare of all citizens. 


The clause, “To provide the blessings 
of liberty for ourselves and our pos- 
terity,” in the Preamble of the Consti- 
tution, led to the first Article of the Bill 
of Rights giving people the right of wor- 
shipping God according to the dictates 
of conscience. 


It was back during 1938 that Dr. Win- 
rod sounded the following warning in a 
radio address delivered from Topeka, 
Kansas: 


“In the last analysis there are just two 
kinds of government in the world — 
government by men and government by 
law. Every nation has government 
based upon arbitrary rule, by one man, 
or a small group of men, or government 
based upon a written Constitution. 


“There can be no liberty under gov- 
ernment by men. The liberties of the peo- 
ple are preserved only where govern- 
ment by law exists. The battle for hu- 
man liberty must be fought again in the 
present generation. Representative gov- 
ernment is hanging in the balances 
throughout the world. No less than 
seventeen constitutional systems have 
been overthrown since the world war. 


“Powerfully organized, destructive 
forces, the like*of which civilization has 
never faced before, have been released 
during the last decade. A study of the 
map of the world must impress one with 
the fact that the face of the earth is 
turning red. Alien ideas of government 
are being transplanted to American soil. 


“The Ship of State has been caught in 
a storm. It is the kind of a storm in 
which democracies are being destroyed 
in other parts of the world. Both the 
legislative and judicial branches of the 
government are in a weakened condition. 
Increasing powers are being concen- 
trated in the hands of the Executive. 
Here is an ominous trend toward dicta- 
torship.” 


(1) Human Cunning vs. Divine Wis- 


, 
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dom. Two diverse ideologies united in 
trying to destroy Jesus. The Pharisees, 
opponents of the Roman government, 
conspired with the Herodians, who sup- 


‘ported it. These two groups worked 


against the Christ. Yet, they marvelled 
at the wisdom He displayed in answering 
their trick question—a question which 
they thought would expose Him to the 
charge of SEDITION. 


“Is it lawful to give tribute to Caesar, 
or not?” The interrogation was worded 
in a way to trap the Master. When 
conspirators want to destroy an innocent 
victim, they usually resort to entrap- 
ment. 


He demanded to see a coin. “And he 
saith unto them, Whose is the image and 
and superscription? And they said unto 
him, Caesar’s. And Jesus answering 
said unto them, Render unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’s, and unto God 
the things that are God’s. And they 
marvelled ai him.” 


“Well, if the coin be Caesar’s, turn it 
back to Caesar. Why quibble over a 
thing so obvious? And see that you do 
the same with things that belong to 
God.” 


(2) Bondservants of God. The Chris- 
tian is purchased, not with silver or gold, 
but the precious blocd of Jesus Christ. 
Therefore he is the bondservant to the 
One who bought him — bound to do His 
will. In doing the will of God, however, 
he finds true freedom, for, “If the Son 
shall make you free, ye shall be free 
indeed.” 


“Honor all men.” Because man is 
made in the image of God and has un- 
told possibilities! Sammy Morris, the 
black slave boy from Africa, had within 
him enough of God to revitalize mission- 
ary work throughout the world. Under 
the whip of a brutal master there seemed 
little in his quivering flesh which called 
for hcnor . . . but God saw and honored 
him with a great commission. 


“Love the brotherhood.” Through 
Christ, believers become children of God, 
and brethren in the heavenly family. Re- 
gardless of color or condition, there is 
kinship between all who are in Christ. 


“Fear God.” “The fear cf the Lord is 
the beginning of wisdom.” Fear to dis- 
obey Him. Fear to do anything He would 
not approve. This discipline begets love 
which compels obedience.

CHRISTIAN VIEW OF INDUSTRY 
Luke 19:15-26; Il Thess. 3:10-12., 





OLDEN TEXT: “Let him that stole 
steal no more: but rather let him 
labour, working with his hands the thing 
which is good, that he may have (where- 
of) to give to him that needeth.” Ephes- 
ians 4:28. 








When these Scriptyges were written 
social conditions throughout the Roman 
Empire were deplorable. There were 
sixty million slaves who had no rights. 
An owner could put a slave to death with 
impunity. The slaves and lower classes 
of Romans were given food, entertain- 
ment and houses in order to keep them 
from rebelling against the leaders. The 
Roman government of those times com- 
pared favorably with modern new deal 
bureaucracy and regimentation. 


Because of these conditions, Paul 
taught Christian citizens the nobility and 
necessity of work, that they mighi not 
be dependent on a pagan government for 








existence. He wanted believers to be as 
free and independent as possible under 
the existing circumstances. Doles and 
WPA projects tend to lower self-respect. 
An honest day’s work for an honest day’s 
pay, is the honorable order of life. 


According to the divine economy, work 
is meant to be a blessing to man, rather 
than a hardship. God commanded Adam 
and Eve to take care of the Garden, even 
before sin entered. There was no fatigue 
or pain connected with toil. These came 
later as the result of sin. The old say- 
ings, “Satan has some mischief still for 
idle hands to do,” and “An idle mind is 
the devil’s workship” still hold good. 


(1) The Teaching of Jesus Regarding 
Work. Jesus had just taken dinner with 
Zachaeus in Jericho. His statement, “To- 
day is salvation come to this house,” 
caused some to think the anticipated 
kingdom would soon appear. But by use 
of a parable He indicated it was still 
far in the future. He explained that His 
followers were to €a rry on His work in 
the interim, until the kingdom should be 
inaugurated. Christians are meant to be 
workers. 


A certain nobleman went to a far 
country and received an inheritance. Be- 
fore leaving, he called ten servants and 
gave each the same amount of money, 
saying, “Occupy until I come.” They 
were to transact the master’s business 
as though he were present. They were to 
exercise their own initiative in increas- 
ing the owner’s wealth. 


When he returned, the servants were 
called to give their reports. One had 
eleven pounds, another six pounds. Each 





received commendation and reward. The 
nobleman did not censure the one whose 
work produced only half as much as the 
other’s. Honest effort counted more 
than results gained. 


But. one servant, honest and lazy, re- 
turned the one pound, with an alibi. He 
began by putting the blame on the own- 
er: “I was afraid because you are such 
a hard master, and expect too much from 
us. You even reap where you do not 
sow.” This of course, like most excuses, 
was false. He was simply confessing his 
own lack of faithfulness, industry, per- 
severance and obedience. His talent did 
no one any good, not even himself, be- 
cause he refused to use it. 


The Christian who has not envisioned 
the glory of service for his Lord, and 
finds the cares of life more engrossing 
than spiritual development, falls into 
the category of the slothful servant. He 
may argue that he has lived an exemp- 
lary life, and not squandered his talent. 
But that is not enough! The Christian 
lifa must be aggressive, a daily growth 
in grace and knowledge ... or it shrinks 
into uselessness. The wicked and lazy 
man lost the one pound he had, for it is 
a law of life “from him that hath not 
shall be taken teed even that which he 
hath.” 


(2) The Teaching of Paul Regarding 
Work. Paul was probably the hardest 
worker who ever used his talents in 
preaching the Gospel. Often in addition 
to doing missionary work and presiding 
over Churches, he was compelled to labor 
at his trade, tent-making, in order to 
keep going. He was qualified to speak 
with authority on the subject of labor. 
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In Thessalonica, as elsewhere, there 
were those who thought the world owed 
them a living. No doubt some entered 
Christian ranks thinking to find an 
easier way to get along. This type is 
seen everywhere. They are gossipers, 
trouble-makers, busy-bodies, parasites, 
who know exactly how to run the affairs 
of the Church and other Church mem- 
bers, not keeping their own place! ... 
and who, in slang parlance, are “mooch- 
ers.” - 


Paul appeals to such persons, They 
should be busy producing their own 
bread, not begging from others... and 
have no time to be “busybodies.” Says 
an old proverb: “Laziness is the father 
of poverty and the grandfather of theft.” 
Honest toil not only gives one honest 
bread, it also provides a means of help- 
ing those who are in real need. Then, 
like the “Village Blacksmith,” it may be 
said of those who serve others: 


His brow is wet with honest sweat, 

He earns what’er he can, 

And looks the whole world in the face, 
For he owes not any man. 


Each morning sees some task begun, 
Each evening sees its close; 
Something attempted, something done, 
Has earned a night's repose.

WORLD-WIDE CHRISTIAN 
FELLOWSHIP 


John 17:18-23; I Cor. 1:1-3; 12:4-7, ]2-13. 











OLDEN TEXT: “Neither pray I for 

these alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through their word 
... That they all may be one.” John 
17:20, 21. 


Christianity is an organism. Every 
twice born soul is a unit, a cell, in the 
body of Christ, pulsating with life eternal 
Our relation to Him is that of the branch 
to the vine. Christians, thus united with 
Christ, respond to the same spiritual 
impulses, regardless of their geographi- 
cal location. | 





Facing the Cross, Jesus offered a won- 
derful prayer regarding the unity of His 
followers, He foresaw a weapon in the 
hand of Satan by which attempts would 
be made to create division and strife 
among believers. This, in turn, would 
weaken the Cause as a whole. The bur- 
den of His prayer was that they who 
bear His Name might have the same 
close association which He enjoys with 
the Father. 


When Paul wrote the Church at 
Corinth less than thirty years after the 
crucifixion, division had already put in 
its ugly appearance. Humanly invented 
teachings were being substituted for 
those of Christ. Division was the result. 
Some were saying, “I am of Paul; and I 
of Apollos; and I of Cephas; and I of 
Christ.” 


(1) Why Be a Christian? Every hu- 
man being is endowed with a worship- 
ful nature. Christ alone can satisfy this 
inward craving of the soul. The con- 
science warns of retribution for sins 
committed. Only by accepting the fin- 
ished work of the Cross can one be free 
from the sense of guilt which sin places 
upon the soul. 


The greatest achievement in life 1s to 
find solution for the sin problem. Hav- 
ing attained this goal, Christians are in 
possession of eternal wealth — incom- 
parable wealth. These riches of Grace 
serve to bind them together in unity of 
spirit, purpose and brotherly love. 


The believer feels something of the 
Master’s passion which caused Him to 
say: “I have glorified thee on the earth; 
I have finished the work which thou 
gavest me to do. I have manifested thy 
name unto the men which thou gavest 
me out of the world: thine they were, 
and thou gavest them me; and they have 
kept thy word.” 


(2) Can Christians Be One? While 
various Church denominations are in- 
evitable, reflecting the multiple types of 
human beings, yet certain basic doctrines 
make spiritual unity possible and neces- 
sary. “Faith comes by hearing” the 
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Scriptures faithfully expounded, When 
men are loyal to the oracles of revelation 
there will be a natural basis for fellow- 
ship. 


The existence of God is a fact which 
cannot be questioned. We either believe 
in Him, or we do not. Those who do, are 
united in this respect. Jesus Christ is 
His Son, the supreme revelation of deity 
to humanity. We either believe in Him, 
or we do not. Those who do, are united 
in this respect. 


“All men have sinned and come short 
of the glory of God.” There is one 
remedy for sin. We either accept it, or 
we do not. Those who do, are united in 
this respect. The same principle applies 
to every fundamental of the Christian 
Faith. In all basic matters, Christians 
can agree. In matters which are open 
to opinions, liberty of expression exists. 


(3) What is World-wide Christian 
Fellowship? The Great Commission is 
international in scope. Here are our 
marching orders: “Go ye into all the 
world and preach the Gospel to every 
creature.” ... “Go ye therefore, and 
make disciples of all nations.” Disciples 
become Christians because they obey the 
Gospel conditions for salvation, and as 
the early Church, continue “steadfastly 
in the apostles’ doctrine, the fellowship,

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the breaking of bread and the prayers.” 
They are partners in things spiritual 
with every other Christian in the world. 
This includes worship, preaching, giving, 
beneficence and prayer. All are mis- 
sionaries in ideals, spirit and purpose. 


Fellowship is defined as, “Community 
of interest, activity and feeling.” It is 
a term which can be applied to any 
group. But when we add the word 
“Christian,” we bring jt into the orbit of 
the foregoing Scripture — creating a dis- 
tinctive brotherhood known to other ag- 
gregation of people. 


The Body of Christ on earth, the 
Church, has many parts... yet it is one 
body. Paul used the human body to il- 
lustrate this point. “For the body is not 
one member but many. iy the foot shall 
say, Because I am not the hand, I am 
not of the body; is it therefore not of the 
body? But now hath God set the mem- 
bers every one of them in the body, as 
it hath pleased him. And if they were all 
one member, where were the body? The 
members should have the same care one 
for another. And whether one member 
suffer, all the members suffer with it; 
or one member be honored, all the mem- 
bers rejoice with it. Now ye are the body 
of Christ, and members in particular.” 


In Christ there is no East or West, 

In Him no South or North, 

But one great fellowship of Love, 
Throughout the whole wide earth. 

Join hands then, brothers of the faith. 
What’er your race may be: 

Who serves my Father as a son, 

Is surely kin to me. 
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CHRIST IN THE HOME 
Matt. 19:4-6; Luke 10:38-42; II Tim. 1:3-6. 











OLDEN TEXT: “These things I com- 
mand you, that ye may love one an- 
other.” John 15:17. 


(1) God’s Ideal For’ a Happy Home. 
The Pharisees, more concerned with tem- 





poral matters than the spiritual princi- 
ples around which God’s children should 
pattern their lives, inquired of Jesus re- 
garding the legality of divorce. He re- 
plied that because of their wickedness, 
God permitted separation as an expedi- 
ent — but such was not in keeping with 
highest human well-being. 


The relationship of husband and wife 
is intended to be even more sacred than 
that of parents and children. “For this 
cause shall a man leave father and 
mother, and shall cleave to his wife: and 
they twain shall be one flesh.” 


Although children are admonished 
throughout the Bible to honor parents, 
yet Jesus places marriage above matters 
filial. Following marriage, the first and 
highest duty of each is to the other... 
and henceforth they are to live for one 
another. Two lives are knit in union 
so close that only death can dissolve the 
compact. “What God hath joined to- 
gether, let not man put asunder.” 


Such marriages, of course, are based 
upon mutual love, understanding and pa- 
tience, No matter how well lovers, dur- 
ing courtship, think they know each 
other, they will later discover faults, 
peculiarities of taste and temper pre- 
viously unknown. But they will also dis- 
cover good points and graces of character 
of which they were unaware. The prayer 
of the mariner, as he puts out to sea, is 
good for newlyweds: “Keep me, O God, 
for my boat is so small and the ocean 
so wide.” 


(2) A Home Jesus Loved. Two sisters 
and a brother owned this home at Beth- 
any, in which the Master delighted to 
tarry from earthly cares—enjoying quiet 
respites with His disciples. “Martha re- 
ceived him into her house.” It is a wise 
family that extends a welcome to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Through family Bi- 
ble readings, prayer and spiritual devo- 
tions, the presence of the Christ may be 
felt in our homes today. 


Martha was the elder sister, the person 
of authority and responsibility, in this 
household. “She had a sister called 
Mary, which also sat at Jesus’ feet.” 
From the custom of sitting beneath an 
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instructor, the phrase, “sitting at one’s 
feet” came to mean being a disciple of 
that particular person. She “heard,” or 
correctly translated, “kept listening” to 
Him. 


Martha was concerned with “house. 
work” — the physical welfare of her 
guests. There were many duties. She 
was “cumbered,” or tired and nervous to 
the point of distraction. Patience ex- 
hausted, she “came to him” from some 
other part of the home and exclaimed: 
“Lord, dost thou not care that my sister 
hath left me to serve alone?” 


“Martha, Martha,” He replied, “thou 
art careful and troubled about many 
things.” Being engrossed with material 
matters, she failed to attach proper im- 
portance to spiritual values. 


Wherein was Mary’s attitude better 


than Martha’s. Both were true-hearted 
followers of the Master — the one ab- 
sorbed in the higher, the other in the 
lower of the two ways of honoring their 
Lord. The one represents the CONTEM- 
PLATIVE, the other the ACTIVE style 
of Christian character. A Church full of 
Marys would perhaps be as great a hand- 
icap to Christian service as a Church 
full of Marthas. Both are needed. Each 
complements the other. 


(3) A Home Paul Loved. “Train up 
a child in the way he should go: and 
when he is old, he will not depart from 
it.’ This proverb is exemplified in the 
life of the young Evangelist, whom Paul 
lovingly designated his “own son in the 
faith.” . 


Out of a godly home, young Timothy 
came to the knowledge and acceptance cf 
Christ. The loyalty of the young man 
was such that Paul loved him dearly, rec- 
ognizing his heritage of faith from godly 
parents and grandparents. The Scrip- 
ture in this Lesson is a portion of Paul’s 


‘last message before martyrdom. He 


prayed that Timothy might ever be loyal 
to the faith learned at his mother’s knee. 
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blanca—these are not strange, far-off 
places where our loved ones are alone. 
Whether your boy be on the lonely 
wastes of the broad Pacific, on the North 
Atlantic or the Arctic, in the stratosphere, 
Christ is with him! Is that not a comfort- 
ing thought?” 


@ Second... Whether on a field of 
battle or in some place of comparative 
safety, nothing can touch the Christian 
unless God so wills. 


“War means danger, the possibility 
of wounds, perhaps death. The folly of 
worrying could never be more obvious, 
however, than in this instance. With un- 
seen bullets flying all around, frag- 
ments of bombs and shells filling the air, 
how futile for the Christian soldier to 
worry—or for his loved ones to worry! 
Not one of those millions of potential 
death-dealing fragments can be swerved 
one one-thousandth of an inch by all 
the worry in the world. What is going 
to be is going to be, unless you believe 
in a God great enough and sirong 
enough and wise enough to swerve the 
bullet if it is not His will for our loved 
one to be hit at that particular time. 
‘But,’ someone may say, ‘you really 
don’t mean that God would actually in- 
tervene and change the course of a 
bullet or shell fragment, do you?’ I an- 
swer an unequivocal yes! It is recorded 
in the book of Job that His Majesty the 
Devil, the arch-foe of every believer, 
said to God concerning Job: ‘Hast not 
thou put an hedge about him, and about 
all that he hath on every side.’ It was 
only with God’s explicit permission that 
Satan was able to touch first Job’s prop- 
erty and family, and later his body.” 


@ Third ... Even death is bracketed 
within the permissive will of God and 
can only take our loved one into the 
presence of the Lord he loves. 


“Oh Christian friend, do you really 
believe this? If you don’t, you are go- 
ing to make it hard for yourself, if God 
should take your boy. It is so much bet- 
ter to get this matter settled in your heart 
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on this side of the crisis, not only that 
you may be prepared, should the death 
notice come suddenly, but also that you 
may have freedom from the dread that 
it may come.” 


@ Fourth ... Victory over death is 
certain because of Christ's triumph over 
the tomb, and the further assurance of 
resurrection promised the believers in 
the Word of God. 


“Need I elaborate on this truth? We 
understand clearly, do we not, that the 
Scripture carefully distinguishes be- 
tween the personality and the body? We 
have never seen even our dearest loved 
one. The body is not the true self, but 
the home in which the personality lives 
while on earth. As James says, ‘The 
body without the spirit is dead.’ The 
body is dead but not the spirit. The 
spirit lives on, either in the presence of 
the Lord or banished from His presence 
forever. However, the body is-dear to 
God also, as it is to us. We know each 
other through the instrumentality of our 
bodies. Our bodies must rise, else Christ 
would be defeated by sin.and Satan, for 
He must be Victor over all the curse and 
its effect.” 


@ Fifth ... In the face of death. the 
family circle remains unbroken and in- 
destructible. 


“When the members of our family 
circle are believers in the Lord Jesus 
Christ as their personal Saviour, we 
shall never part permanently. All our 
partings are temporary. Just as your 
boy went away for awhile to serve his 
country, so God may call him or one of 
you home to heaven before he returns 
home to America. It may be Mother or 
Dad or sister or brother. But the parting 
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is only temporary. The Christian family 
cannot be dissolved nor destroyed.”
